CUSTOMS FRONTIER AND PRESCRIBED ROUTES ORDINANCE 

No 15 of 1924. 


An Ordinance to enable the Hit'll Commissioner to 
declare a Customs Frontier and to prescribe routes 
for the importation and exportation of goods. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High 'Commissioner for Palestine 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 

1. This Ordinance may be'cited as the Customs Frontier short Title & 
and Prescribed Routes Ordinance, 1924, and shall come into Commencement 
force on the date hereof. 


2. (A) If the High Commissioner shall deem it desirable 

to declare that there shall be established for the purpose oi the 
collection of customs duties a frontier which shall Ire within 
but shall not coincide with the political frontiers of Palestine, 
the High Commissioner may, by order published in the Ollicial 
Gazette, declare that for the purpose of liability to customs 
duties goods shall be deemed to have been imported into or 
exported from Palestine when they have passed the frontier 
prescribed in the said order. 

Provided that the Director of Customs and Trade may, 
with the approval of the High Commissioner, issue regulations 
for the importation into Palestine without payment of customs 
duties of any products grown or manufactured in the area 
between the political frontiers of Palestine and the customs 
frontier so prescribed. 


(2) Ry the same or any subsequent order the High 
Commissioner may prescribe the places which shall be the sole 
places at which any class of goods liable to customs duties 
may cross the said frontier, and the routes by which such goods 
shall approach the said places.

X (I) Any person resident within the area between the 
political frontiers of Palestine and the customs frontier which 
may he prescribed in accordance with Section 2 hereof, who 
is a grower of tobacco or who on the dale at which this 
Ordinance comes into force is in possession of any imnmlactiired 
or tinmamiiacluml tobacco shall within 15 davs from the dale 
of the local publication of this Ordinance furnish a declaration 
to the Director of Customs and Trade stating lhe weight of 
tobacco on hand at the said dale. II the person is illiterate he 
shall make a declaration which shall he witnessed before an 
officer of the Ciovernment. 


(2) Any person who fails to make such declaration 
within the time prescribed or who makes a false declaration shall 
he liable to a line not exceeding£E. 100 or to imprisonment not 
exceeding six monlhsor to both these penalties; and in addition, 
any tobacco in respect of which the declaration should have been 
made shall be confiscated.

Penalties 
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The High Commissioner may, by order published in 
the Official (iazelte, presciibe routes and places of entry and 


exit for any class of goods liable to customs duties. 


5. Any goods found in transport to or from Palestine in 
contravention o! an older issued under Section 2 or Section 4 of 
tliis Ordinance shall be contraband within the meaning of the 
Customs Regulations and shall he liable to confiscation. Any 
other goods belonging to the same owner which form pari of the 
same consignment, and the means of transport by which the 
whole consignment is carried shall likewise 1 be subject to 
confiscation.
